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STRIKES PERIL ATTACK ON JAPS 



Five Japan Cities 
Left Afire After 
^ Superforts' Visit 

WASHINGTON, Sunday, July 9 (;P)— Predawn Saturday 
raids by 600 Superforts on five Japanese induatrial cities left 
smoke clouds rising high and the slty over the targets, which 
received 4,000 tona of bombs, illuminated like a tropical sun- 
set. 

American ainnen told how flames from Japan's Inrgcst 
aluminum factory at Shimuzu were reflected on the snowy 
slopes of nippon's sacred Mt. Fuji. 

Other targets on the Tokyo area, besides Shimuzu, 
Kofu and Chiba. Also left burning were Akashi on the in- 
land sea and the big Maruzen oil refinery at Shimotzu, in 
the vicinity of Osnkn. 

All the Superforts return- 
ed safely, meeting no air op- 
position and only meager 
antiaircraft fire. Tokyo radio, 
reporting the fires were 
brought under control by 
dawn, made no claim of planes 
downed. The five-city raid 
was the fourth B-29 attack on 
nippon in si.x days.

The only eclipse of tlie sun visible in the United States this year will bo Monday. It will 
be total in- Idaho at aunriae, 5:59 a. m. (MWT), and totnl for about 25 seconda in Mon- 
tana. The path of totality will cross central and eastern Canada, Greenland, Scandinavia 
and Russia, ending in Turkestan. 

Outride of Idaho and Montana, the degree of totality will vary from 49 per cent at New 
Orleans to 73 per cent at Chicago. 52 per cent at Atlanta, 56 per cent at Washington, D. C, 
57 per cent at Philttdelphia and G2 per cent at Hanover, N. H.

WASHINOTON, July 7 WV- Thi 
Ai^soclstlon ot American Railroads 
predicted today the ban on Pullman 
tor short runs might last tlvi 
Jis as troop re-doploymenl 
sends passenjcr mlleags .to record- 
smashing levels. 

Arrivals of Pacific-bound troops 
from Europe were one-third greater 
than expccled In . June, and appar- 
ently will run 40 per cent greater 
this month. It was report**!. 

This will shorten the coming crisis 
In domtstlc transportation— which 
had been eipected lo run until 
March— but will throw an unprec- 
edenled burden on the nation'* raU- 
roads through the entire Tacatlon- 
travtl peak.
